ing smut. in wheat. It 
not onlj 


makes tlireshing disagreeable 
bu. 


lowers the quality of the grain in- 
fected. During, the last two years a 
'campaign has 
been carried 
on 


through the township Farm Bureau 
meetings to encourage farmers 
to 


use copper carbonate for stinking 
smut in their wheat; as a 
riesuli 


there has 'been no serious infestation 
reported this year. -However, much 
of the seed' in the county contains 
a small percent of smutty grains. To 
those 'farmers -who desire to increase 
the -quality of their crop next y«ai 
and avoid 
losses 
from 
stinking 


smut ,the following wifrhe of inter- 
est: 


Use two or three ounces of cop- 


per carbonate per bushel of wheat. 
Sprinkle it on the seed and 
then 


mix thoroughly by shaking the dust 
and wheat together. Use only finely 
ground material which is prepared 
especially for this treatment. 
No 


water should be used. The same 
treatment may also be used on bar- 
ley or on hulless oats but it is of 
little value on ordinary hulled oats. 


After treatment, the seed can hi 


sown immediately or left as long as 
necessary before planting, as 
no 


further care of the seed is necessary. 
Small amounts of copper carbonate 
treated -seed eaten by chickens "-or 
pigs .will cause no injury. 


The only apparatus needle is a 


closed container in which the wheat 
and copper carbonate can be shaken
